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And They're Off!

As the snow melts and things 
get slushy, then muddy, we know 
that it is SGA elections time once 
again. The first round of speeches in 
the Science 11 cafeteria took place on 
Thursday February 25 with nothing 
too surprising happening, for the most 
part. 

The only two positions that 
we vote on are President and VP 
Services. The rest are acclaimed this 
year, which is not much of a surprise. 
There are actually a couple of spots 
missing on the off -campus representa- 
tive team, with only three of the five 
positions filled. 

On the plus side, Todd Bosak 
is guaranteed a position on next year' s 
executive. His knowledge of school 
politics will come in handy no matter 
what the outcome of this year's vote 
yields. This means that the school 
will remain CFS oriented in student 
politics (right, Todd, hey, hey?). 

Now for the good stuff: the 
races between Jamie Wiley / Carlos 
Reyes and Trish Pilon / Mark Solo- 
mon for SGA President and VP Serv- 
ices, respectively. 

Wiley's going into the race as 
this year's President, which undoubt- 
edly gives him the upper hand con- 
cerning experience. Reyes, on the 
other hand, knows quite a few people 
in the science department, which may 
give him a bit of an edge over on that 
side. Either way, we know that this is 
purely a popularity contest and it is 
tough to say at this point who has the 
votes. Dealing with student issues, 
however, Wiley does know more. 



In brief, Wiley says that the 
senate has recommended a tuition 
freeze, which could have some bear- 
ing on the board of governors' up- 
coming decision. In this sense, the 
SGA has managed to make student 
concerns more evident. 

Reyes, like Wiley, wants to 
see this continue and is dedicated to 
making it possible. He speaks of 
sitting in on whatever will help the 
students, especially pressuring ad- 
ministration, which is the only way 
(it seems) to get things done. If he 
does this, the dedication that follows 
is pretty impressive. He sounds pas- 
sionate. 

Both Wiley and Reyes com- 
mented on library hours. During 
crunch times they want to see ex- 
tended library hours, with which 
many students undoubtedly agree. 
There were questions raised about 
eating in the library, which is some- 
what ridiculous, if you ask me. The 
last thing I want to hear in the library 
is someone scarfing down a bag of 
Doritos while I read Husserl or some 
other German philosopher. It's a 
good reason to go postal. Besides, 
you just know that this person is 
going to leave the bag behind for a 
poor librarian to come and pick up, 
which is just extra work that doesn't 
need to be done. Aside from that 
though, extended library hours dur- 
ing crunch times is an excellent idea, 
if the funding is there. 

As well, only Wiley com- 
mented on the CKLU financial prob- 
lems. He wants to see listenership 
increase, which in turn, will have 
positive effects for advertising rev- 



enues. The question then leads to: 
why doesn't anyone on campus play 
the university's own radio station? 
Wiley wants to get people to know 
that CKLU exists, yet many students 
aren't even aware of its existence. 

To sum it up, Wiley has expe- 
rience on his side. He knows the job 
and he knows it quite well. He is a 
good speaker too, which should help 
him out quite a bit. His weak area is 
where Reyes excels, which is in the 
passionate department. I thought the 
guy was going to break down in tears 
at some point. Reyes cares about 
what he says, which is important. It 
is also important to note that he may 
become depressed or at least indiffer- 
ent when he finds out it isn't easy to 
change things, even from the inside. 
Politics can break spirits. Both can- 
didateshave their strong points which 
radically differ and should make for 
an interesting race. 

The VP Services candidates 
bring completely different ideas of 
what entertainment services mean to 
LU. If people are listening, those in 
favour of local talent should vote for 
Solomon, those in favour of big- 
named bands should vote for Pilon. 

Solomon wants to see more 
local and university bands playing 
the pub. It costs less and gives more 
exposure to local bands that deserve 
recognition. There's a variety of 
bands in the area that are just as good, 
if not better, than the big names. To 
take the idea further, Solomon com- 
mented that he would like to see who 
is the best of the best and perhaps 
haveasort of 'battle of the bands'. If 



promoted properly, the idea should 
fly pretty good. 

Pilon, on the other hand, wants 
to import more talent. "It's some- 
thing that students can get excited 
about," she commented. More big 
named bands means more money and 
it isn't clear where the money will 
come from. Though, she is right, that 
bigger bands will generate more ex- 
citement amongst students. If funds 
can be found to bring in big bands, we 
may have an interesting line-up next 
year, if she's voted in. 

Again, on the topic of CKLU 
the two didn't see eye to eye on how 
CKLU should be used. Solomon 
wants to hearCKLU on campus. Pilon 
said that she wants to advertise SGA 
events on CKLU and other radio sta- 
tions. Maybe she misunderstood the 
question, but the point is that the 
radio station is meant to be played. 
What's the point of advertising on a 
radio station that isn ' t played on cam- 
pus? The message won't get to the 
students if they can't hear it. Get the 
picture? 

Pilon also wants to see more 
off campus events. The location of 
these events were not specified, but it 
would be nice to see more LU in- 
volvement in the downtown core. 
Live entertainment downtown seems 
to work well as there is a nice mix 
between LU students and other col- 
lege or Sudbury people. 

One last thing about VP Serv- 
ices. Who lives off campus? Want a 
cheaper bus pass for next year? 

Maybe this is because Solo- 
mon lives off campus and Pilon lives 



on campus, but there is something 
about being off campus l id included 
in the SGA's plans. Solomon pro- 
poses to work out a deal with Sud- 
bury Transit to get students a cheaper 
rate. He believes that bus passes 
should be optional to students, how- 
ever, that brings the question: will 
this get us a cheaper rate on bus 
passes? There won't be many on 
campus students that opt into this 
deal, which really won't benefit the 
city. Yet, there is hope because at 
least the idea was proposed. 

I, for one, drive to school. If I 
could get a reasonable rate on the bus 
pass though, I would rather take it. 
Right now, it only costs about forty 
dollars a month to drive to school, 
including a parking pass, gas, etc. If 
the price were to go down and I could 
get an eight month pass, you can bet 
I'd rather take the bus. Why not? If 
it becomes cheaper and more envi- 
ronmentally friendly, I'd opt into such 
a thing. As for on campus students, it 
would be a good way to link them to 
downtown and all around Sudbury 
for a reasonable rate. 

To wrap this up before I start 
getting mean about the things I really 
don't like, all the candidates do have 
strong points and strange points in 
their campaigns. Everyone seems 
honest about what they want and they 
all have different ways of getting 
there, which is nice to see. I called 
'Mary the Psychic' to see who would 
win, but she wasn't home. I guess 
everyone will just have to go out and 
vote to make a decision for them- 
selves. 



Debt Is Killing the Poor

Alternatives 

Third World debt resulting 
from bad lending policies of devel- 
oped nations should be written off, 
says Desmond Tutu, winner of the 
Nobel Peace Prize. 

Debt repayment has become 
an important mechanism for trans- 
ferring wealth from developing coun- 
tries to the financial giants of the 
northern hemisphere. 

According to the United Na- 
tions, developing countries paid US$ 
1 ,662-trillion in debt that was due 
between the year 1980 and 1992. 
This is three times the original amount 
owed in 1980. What is even more 
staggering is that despite this repay- 
ment, the total debt of developing 
countries is still estimated at more 
than US 1,3-trillion. These figures 
are so large that, for many of us, they 
are mind-boggling. 

It is not an Accident! 

This transfer is the result of a 
coherent set of decisions and forms 
part of a system of global relation- 
ships which reproduce the wealth- 
poverty dichotomy. 

The late French president 
FranAois Mitterrand was forced to 
admit at the G7 summit in Naples in 
1994 that "despite the considerable 
sums spent on bilateral and multi- 
lateral aid, the flow of capital from 
Africa toward the industrial coun- 



tries is greaterthan the flow of capital 
from the industrial countries to the 
developing countries". This is under- 
lined by a report last year which said 
Britain was squeezing cash out of the 
world ' s poorest countries by demand- 
ing levels of debt repayment far out- 
weighing new loans of aid. 

Big Business 

It is not only the policies of 
governments and world banking in- 
stitutions that have contributed to the 
debt problem. Big business, in par- 
ticular the oil industry, has exploited 
the natural resources of many devel- 
oping countries, in the process fre- 
quently pandering to the greed of 
some of its despotic leaders. 

Nigeria, for example, is a 
country with enormous oil resources 
and a political establishment long in 
decay. More than a dozen interna- 
tional companies are enmeshed in an 
oily romance with this West African 
nation, despite her policies. 

According to the Alternative 
Information and Development Cen- 
tre in Cape Town, the ratios of for- 
eign debt to gross national product 
(GNP) in sub-Saharan Africa rose 
from 51% in 1982 to 100% in 1992, 
a period when the so-called "Third 
World debt crisis" was allegedly re- 
solved. 

Where the debt has been in- 
curred without the concurrence of the 
debtor, or where the debt has been 
allowed to grow to such a size that it 
becomes a laughable proposition to 



suggest that it can ever be repaid, 
then a reshaping of the world 
economy is required. 

South Africa labours at 
present under a debt of R3 1 1 -billion 
or US$ 70 billion. Interest repay- 
ment alone on this amount is the 
second highest expenditure after edu- 
cation in South Africa's current 
budget. It should be clear that no 
country can be expected to achieve 
economic miracles when restricted 
by such ayoke. If this is the case with 
South Africa, which has a well-de- 
veloped infrastructure, I leave it to 
your imagination as to how much 
worse is this scenario in less-devel- 
oped countries. 

As we approach the new mil- 
lennium, the time has come to invoke 
the Doctrine of Odious Debt. This 
doctrine, first used almost 100 years 
ago by the United States, argues that 
where a debt has been incurred that is 
not in the interest of the state, but to 
strengthen a despotic regime, to re- 
press the population that fights against 
it, etc., then it becomes odious to the 
population. 

What Can We Do? 

The debts of developing states 
that have arisen as a result of bad 
lending policies by the developed 
world should be declared odious and 
written off. 

In the case of South Africa, its 
foreign and domestic debt was in- 
curred, by and large, under the apart- 
heid regime, and should similarly be 



declared odious and written off. In 
terms of debt repayment this would 
have a massive R39-Billion per an- 
num which would be available for 
social reconstruction and develop- 
ment. 

In the case you think I am 
being too radical, let me remind you 
that Britain's Chancellor Kenneth 
Clarke has said he is prepared to 
increase the slice of outstanding loans 
that can be written off, currently fixed 
at 67%, to 80 or 90%. What is to stop 
other major industrial countries from 
doing likewise? 

What is of concern, however, 
is that a number of lenders, in par- 
ticular Japan, have refused to offer 
anything more than the possibility of 
more generous relief on a case-by- 
case basis. 

Furthermore, while Britain 
may declare itself prepared to in- 
crease the percentage of loans that 
can be written off, I have not to date 
read of reports that the country has 
actually written off substantial debts 
of developing countries. 

Cancelling the debt of devel- 
oping countries should not be done 
without establishing a mechanism 
for its control and some important 
principles that will determine future 
economic relations between the rich 
and the poor, thus contributing to 
peace, stability and prosperity. 

Drawing the Red Line 

No country should be permit- 
ted to borrow more than a fixed per- 



centage of its GNP without first go- 
ing to its people, for example in a 
referendum, to obtain their approval. 
In this way, communities would be 
able to contribute to national debates 
as to whether they wish to incur inter- 
national debt. 

No debt should be incurred 
for the purpose of military expansion 
or arm s purchases of any nature what- 
soever or for maintaining oppressive 
governments that violate fundamen- 
tal human rights. 

Preference should be given to 
countries that need loans for health, 
education, social services, 
infrastructural development and the 
like. The rape of the environment or 
the denial of human rights by any 
country should disqualify it from re- 
ceiving loans. 

A country which has shown a 
commitment to democratic govern- 
ment and regular free elections should 
receive preferential treatment. 

Perpetuating the status quo 
cannot achieve the development 
needed in our village in the next cen- 
tury. It will make poor countries 
poorer, and rich ones richer, with all 
the resultant threats to world peace 
that this involves. 

We must create models of 
hope that will give the vast majority 
of people in the world a new chance. 
We have a responsibility as we pre- 
pare for the next millennium, in our 
global village, to ensure that all peo- 
ple have the same opportunity to reach 
their full potential. 
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Post-Secondary Education 
Could Be...

Post-secondary education has 
become quite the issue of late with 
the Canadian government, what with 
students striking and universities hik- 
ing tuition. On the Laurentian cam- 
pus, the quality of our post-second- 
ary education has suddenly become 
incredibly important as students have 
realized that they are paying a star- 
tling amount to be here. Getting our 
money ' s worth is now a primary con- 
cern. How very timely of the Council 
of Ministers of Education of Canada 
(CMEC) to release their Report on 
Public Expectations of Postsecondary 
Education in Canada now; everyone ' s 
very interested in seeing just what a 
university can be. 

According to the report, post- 
secondary education has never been 
more important to Canadian society. 
The approaching millennium will 
contain many new challenges, and 
Canadian citizens must be adaptable 
and ready to handle them. Knowl- 
edge, information, and education have 
become critical tools with which to 
tackle the upcoming years, and post- 
secondary schools should be provid- 
ing them. 

Canadians expect post-sec- 
ondary education to be of high qual- 
ity, and to be affordable and accessi- 
ble to Canadians throughout their 
lives. Post-secondary institutions are 
expected to produce graduates who 
are independent, knowledgeable, ver- 
satile, and independent, and ready for 
good jobs. Post-secondary education 
is also expected to make vital contri- 
butions to the social and cultural well- 
being of our country, and allow Ca- 
nadians to become a part of the web 
of knowledge and research going on 
around the world. 

The report was created to ad- 
dress these questions. It reports on 
what society expects from its post- 
secondary institutions in six different 
categories: quality, accessibility, 
mobility and portability, relevance 
and responsiveness, research and 
scholarship, and accountability. It's 
hoped that the report will create a 
basis for discussion about the quality 
of Canadian post-secondary educa- 
tion, eventually leading to action to 
improve any bad spots. 

Post-secondary education has 
five key functions in any society: 
— to enable individuals to improve 
themselves throughout their lifetimes 
by continued learning 



— to advance, preserve, and supply 
information and knowledge, and to 
ensure understanding 

— to serve the learning and knowl- 
edge needs of an adaptable and sus- 
tainable knowledge-based economy 

— to foster the application of the 
knowledge it provides to benefit so- 
ciety 

— to help shape a healthy, demo- 
cratic, civil society. 

To ensure high quality, gov- 
ernments and post-secondary institu- 
tions should work in tandem when- 
ever possible, to ensure high-quality 
education and intellectual environ- 
ments for teaching and learning, re- 
search and scholarship, community 
service, and management of intellec- 
tual and physical resources. Creativ- 
ity and innovation should be empha- 
sized, so that a range of challenging 
learning experiences can be provided; 
nobody likes the same-old same-old. 
Learning can be specific to the indi- 
vidual. Service to the community and 
internationally respected research are 
other ways a post-secondary institu- 
tion can display quality; they enrich 
the world around the institution. 

Accessibility is important to 
allow people to continue learning 
throughout their entire lifetime. Indi- 
viduals who do not meet admission 
requirements and require additional 
preparation can be given opportuni- 
ties as well as students who are pre- 
pared by secondary school or other 
courses. International students must 
be able to attend universities in any 
country, to enricn the university and 
its community, and to enrich them- 
selves. 

Transfers between different 
institutions can occur, making mo- 
bility and portability important con- 
siderations. Starting all over again 
because you ' ve changed jobs doesn ' t 
make sense; post-secondary institu- 
tions should build on what a student 
has learned before, not discarding it 
because it doesn't fit the way one 
particular post-secondary institution 
might teach it. Governments must 
ensure that there are no barriers that 



unreasonably inhibit students from 
taking courses wherever it is neces- 
sary. 

Knowledge imparted in uni- 
versity must be relevant, or there 
really isn't any point in going. Post- 
secondary institutions must keep up 
with what is going on in the world 
around them. Students who acquire 
relevant knowledge can respond prop- 
erly to their future environment, and 
will be more productive in learning, 
in work, and in civil society. 

Research and scholarship 
contribute to the cultural, social, and 
economic development and health of 
individual communities, as well as 
the entire country, and frequently the 
entire world. The new discoveries 
and new graduates a post-secondary 
institution provides give the world 
new ideas to tackle its problems. 

Finally, governments and 
post-secondary institutions must be 
accountable to students and com- 
munities, reassuring students and citi- 
zens that resources at the institutions 
are allocated so that maximum value 
is achieved, and the education can be 
sustained. (Hmm. This one is inter- 
esting.) 

You may have noticed fre- 
quent mention of the government's 
role in each of these six sectors; there's 
a reason. Local and national govern- 
ments make the rules for post-sec- 
ondary education. They must work 
with institutions to give everyone the 
best possible post-secondary experi- 
ence. Governments regulate educa- 
tion, develop goals, inform institu- 
tions of public opinion and need, and 
especially provide funding to post- 
secondary education, because it is in 
the public's best interests to do so! 
Post- secondary graduates are neces- 
sary to perform many of the tasks 
which have become essential to our 
up-to-date society, and yanking the 
funding out from under them is 
equally hazardous to the job balance 
of our society. Let's hope that this 
report does spark some interest; the 
recommendations are positive, and 
there are lots of changes to make.

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When No Means No 

The recent decision by the Supreme Court of Canada 
regarding an Alberta case of implied consent has not been 
a main focus of the media. This is not all that surprising. 
With International Women's Week only a week away, it is 
a reminder that the work of women's organizations is not 
finished. A case of implied consent had to reach the 
Supreme Court of Canada before a victim received justice. 

The case involves a man who was charged with sexual 
assault after he repeatedly fondled a young woman during a job 
interview. After each advance the young woman said NO and 
the offender stopped; then following a small lapse of time he 
repeated the advances to have her again say NO. The lower 
courts found the man not guilty when the defence argued that the 
young lady did not leave the interview, she was not detained 
from leaving, and the offender did stop when she said NO. 
Similarly, a lower court judge commented that the young 
woman was not wearing a "crinoline and bonnet". 

The Supreme Court of Canada overturned the lower 
court's rulings and found the man guilty of sexual assault. The 
reasoning included that a woman saying NO means NO - not try 
again later. They also pointed out that it is enough that a woman 
said NO - that she should not have to follow that with physically 
fighting off an assault. The Supreme Court Justices also took 
issue with the comments made regarding the woman's attire, 
sending a clear message to the lower courts that old stereotypes 
about a woman "asking for it" were outdated and had no room 
in the court. 

What does this Supreme Court decision mean? Activists 
working to stop violence against women see the decision as a 
message to the courts and public that outdated notions of women 
dressing or acting provocatively is not an excuse for criminal 
behaviour. 

There are those who argue that this only furthers the 
division between men and women's relationships. Others an- 
swer that this case outlines that there is no room for 'implied 
consent', and before people become intimate, they must com- 
municate their consent, creating more open communication. 

For potential victims (usually women) it means that NO 
is NO. To assume that a woman would want to fight off an 
attacker physically ignores the fact that most victims are physi- 
cally weaker than their attackers. In other circumstances, women 
may not be more forceful because of fear of a violent retaliation 
from their attacker. 

The bottom line is that NO means NO. Not now means 
NO. Maybe later mean NO. $#@H! off means NO. Silence 
means NO.

The Amiable Librarian 



Today, the Amiable Librar- 
ian temporarily puts aside his regular 
Question & Answer column to in- 
form the University community of a 
major change to the Library cata- 
logue. 

By September, the Library 
anticipates that the online catalogue 
will be searchable directly via the 
World Wide Web. The library data- 
base will be converted to a Web- 
based platform, from the current 
VAX/VMS computer. This means 
that the present methods of access to 
the catalogue, via the accounts 
"NETLIB", "MEDLIB", and 
"LOANS", from either student or 
faculty e-mail accounts on Nickel, or 
through direct dial-in to Nickel, will 
no longer be supported. 

To search the Web cata- 
logue, you must have access to the 
World Wide Web, with either 
Netscape or Internet Explorer as your 
Web browser loaded on your PC or 
Macintosh. Downloading Adobe 
Reader is also strongly recommended, 
in order to be able to access many of 



the electronic resources which will 
become available. The special VT220 
terminal-emulation software, like 
Kermit, NetTerm, or dataComet, will 
no longer be required; automatic 
links to NetTerm and dataComet will 
eventually be removed from the Li- 
brary's Web page. 

The new search engine will 
have a very different appearance from 
the current menu-driven system. For 
one thing, the special VT220 func- 
tion keys will not be used anymore. 
All catalogue searches are entered on 
one screen, by clicking on various 
option boxes. The Web-based cata- 
logue will offer all the search options 
available now, with enhanced access 
offered to full-text and other elec- 
tronic resources on the Web. 

The current menu-driven 
system and the Web-based catalogue 
can not run simultaneously. The ex- 
isting platform is running on 9-year 
old equipment, and will no longer be 
supported by the software vendor. 
Increasingly, all library catalogues 
are moving to Web-based search en- 
gines. 

For an example of a Web- 



based catalogue, enter the URL: 
www.dra.com, and follow the links 
"Web2 demo", "Taos OPAC" and 
"Default Interface". Click on the 
button for the preferred language of 
your search, and the "Login" box, 
using the sample library identifica- 
tion number and password, to see the 
functions that will be available with 
the new Web catalogue, including 
"Reserve Room" and "Your ac- 
count". Also, watch the Library's 
homepage for regular updates about 
the catalogue's conversion to the 
World Wide Web. 

The new Web catalogue 
should make searching much easier 
to locate books, journals and docu- 
ments in the Library. The Library 
will also be able to offer, directly 
from the catalogue, links to full-text 
versions of articles and to electronic 
journals available through IDEAL 
(Academic Press) and other vendors, 
such as AB I/Inform and EbscoHost. 
The library's new Web catalogue 
will represent a dramatic improve- 
ment in service to the University 
community. Watch for it, coming to 
a computer near you! 



The Writer's Block

need to learn how to write interesting 
and informative introductions, clear 
and concise conclusions, and I need 
to meander less in the middle.

I have so many problems 
when it comes to writing! 
Failing in Format 

Dear Failing, 

Almost everyone struggles 
with some aspect of his or her writing 
at one time or another, so relax — 
you are not a failure just because you 
are having difficulty with the writing 
process. Also, many of the problems 
you describe are not that hard to fix. 
If you are looking for more regular 
help in this area, you may want to 
book an appointment to see a writing 
assistant, or you can check out the 
following reference manual: The 
Basics: A Rhetoric and Handbook, 



by Buscemi, Nicolai, and Strugala. 
Mak ing your introductions in- 
teresting and informative is a lot easier 
than one might think, and according 
to the aforementioned handbook there 
are several ways to do it: 

1) Simply state your thesis and ex- 
plain in general terms what you mean 
by it 

2) Present an interesting example of 
your thesis 

3) Use startling remarks or statistics 

4) Create a vivid image to prepare 
readers for what follows 

5) Ask a question 

6) State a problem 

7) Make a comparison or contrast 

8) Cite an expert or define a term 

For the meandering middle of 
your paper, use an outline to make 
sure that you keep on track, and check 
each paragraph against your thesis. 
Remove any unnecessary words, sen- 
tences, and paragraphs. While you 
may like the sound of your writing, 
extra detail detracts from your pur- 



pose. It is sentence logic and effec- 
tiveness that will carry the attention 
of your readers past the introduction. 
Finally, to clear up your con- 
clusions and make them more con- 
cise, here are five techniques to try: 

1 ) Recall your thesis and introduc- 
tion 

2) Ask a question 

3) Offer advice or call for action 

4) Look to the future 

5) Explain how a problem was re- 
solved 

The above ideas should get 
you off to a good start. Good luck!

Dear Lambda Readers,' 

"Lands for Life." This slogan 
is a misrepresentation of the actual 
process. The government has been 
caught red-handed distributing pro- 
vincial land with no regard for Native 
interests. It seems that the govern- 
ment, in keeping with their history, 
chooses to exclude Native peoples in 
decisions that will affect their lives. 
The "Lands for Life" process began 
in 1 997 when the Ministry of Natural 
Resources established the 
Roundtables. They were given the 
responsibility to make recommenda- 
tions for land use to John Snobelen, 
Minister of Natural Resources, by 
July 31, 1998. 

This process has many flaws, 
including the dismissal of Native in- 
terests. Lands for Life distributed 
propaganda about "working with First 
Nations peoples" and "concern for 
equality". This was purely publicity. 
There has been no continuous Native 
representation on any of these 
roundtables. How's that for equal- 
ity? It is clear that the issues and 
concerns of the First Nations were 
ignored. Aboriginal land claim ar- 
eas, fishing and hunting territories, 
traditional lands, and potential lands 
for self-government and resource 
bases were denied recognition. 

The eighty-four page report 



deals with Aboriginal concerns on 
two pages. This is a discriminatory 
process that has recently been chal- 
lenged by court action and denounce- 
ment by Native peoples. Neverthe- 
less, the Ontario government pro- 
ceeds with negotiations. Recently, 
secret meetings were held between 
the Ministry of Natural Resources, 
the forestry industry, and the Partner- 
ship for Public Lands (environmen- 
talists). Even though these negotia- 
tions were important to secure more 
protected areas (only 8% was recom- 
mended by the roundtables and the 
environmentalists wanted at least 
15%), the exclusion of Native peo- 
ples persisted. 

The industrialists and the en- 
vironmentalists are agreeing, by con- 
tinuing to support the process, that 
Native people should not be included. 
These people are not deliberating 
treaty and aboriginal rights, nor are 
they discussing methods to assure 
First Nations concerns will be dealt 
with in a fair and equitable way. 
Each sector is out for themselves and 
Native peoples are not even a part of 
the agenda. 

So, this unacceptable process 
continues. It's as though the Native 
peoples do not exist at all. This is 
OUR LAND, shouldn't we be a part 
of the process that will affect our 
lives? It troubles me that there's all 



these people sitting around a table 
deciding what is going to happen to 
Mother Earth. Obviously, they 
haven't been doing a very good job 
taking care of her. Furthermore, the 
resources on these lands are ours and 
we should have a voice in their devel- 
opment. If all this land is divided 
between the forestry industry and 
environmental protection... whatdoes 
that leave the Native people with? 
Nothing. Again. The province will 
continue to destroy our earth and 
they will not be finished until every- 
thing is cut, mined, polluted, or dead. 
These changes will impact future 
generations. I'm convinced our great- 
grandchildren will look back at this 
generation and say, "What the hell 
were they thinking?" 

This is N'Daki Menan (our 
land). Native peoples were put on 
Turtle Island as caretakers of the land. 
It's time non-Native peoples re- 
spected all the knowledge they have 
to learn from First Nations peoples. 
Could this exclusion of Native peo- 
ples lead to another Oka? We won't 
be too happy when the forestry in- 
dustry enters our communities and 
lands. Consequently, this is another 
example of the oppression and in- 
equality that Native peoples endure 
in Canada.

On January 2 1 1 999, approxi- 
mately sixty Laurentian University 
Political Science Association students 
boarded a bus destined for Toronto 
for a weekend of fun, food, drink, and 
of course, politics. 

This year's seventh annual 
Model Parliament was held on Fri- 
day, January 22 at Queen's Park. 
Students this year formed the three 
provincial parties sitting in the Legis- 
lative Assembly. The Tories, headed 
by the always charismatic, Andrew 
Van Oosten, had the opportunity to 
defend their Balanced Budget and 
Taxpayer Protection Act, the first bill 
of the day. Unfortunately, arguments 
were not strong enough to convince 
the Liberals, led by Valerie 
Villeneuve, nor the NDP, led by Pat 
Kelly, to support the proposed legis- 
lation. 

The Tories were therefore re- 
duced to watching their first bill go 
down in flames, its ashes deposited 
beside those of that morning's pro- 
posed budget, which met a similar 
fate. Luckily, Model Parliament con- 
vention sates that no government can 



be defeated before lunch, hence, the 
Tories managed to remain in power 
for the rest of the day as scheduled. 

The afternoon session wit- 
nessed the defeat of the Liberal's 
Child Prostitution Act, which sparked 
intense debate over the inclusion of a 
proposed "red light district". The 
New Democratic bill, the Thirty-Five 
Hour Work Week Act suffered the 
same fate; however, the fourth bill of 
the day, despite a fury of opposition 
from the Conservatives managed to 
gain enough support in the legisla- 
tion for approval. 

Thus, the private member's 
bill, An Act to Approve Ontario's 
Adherence to Sections 16-20 of the 
Constitution Act, 1982, or in other 
words, and Act to make Ontario an 
officially bilingual province, became 
a law. As well, surprisingly, the fifth 
bill of the day was widely supported 
by students. This bill, always a sur- 
prise, is proposed by the government 
in power. 

This year, the Tories were able 
to redeem themselves after the fall of 
both their budget and their first bill, 
with the Laurentian University Mil- 
lennium Dome Act. Students ap- 
proved the Act, which proposed to 
build a dome over the University, 



including inside, a strip mall, movie 
theatres, restaurants and other such 
tourist attractions, seeing it as an op- 
portunity to boost the Northern On- 
tario economy through employment 
and tourism. The day was concluded 
with a banquet in the Starlight Room 
at the Best Western Primrose, where 
the students were recognized for their 
performances.

Student Orientation

The recently released Orien- 
tation 1998 Report prepared by 
Christine Mclnnes and Julie Lapalme 
outlines the successes and failures of 
last year's orientation scheme. 

Generally, participants rated 
the events high. Most got a score 
above 70% with only one event, scor- 
ing below 60% that being the Presi- 
dent' s Welcome and Luncheon. Rec- 
ommendations included: a larger 
space be booked and that the tri- 
cultural component of the entertain- 
ment be continued. Perhaps the stu- 
dents had a hard time relating to the 
President, as he most likely boasted 
of his disillusioned pool-playing abili- 
ties. 

On the media side of things, 
the report only suggested that the 
winner of the Orientation Leader 
Award be promoted in University 
and student publications. The report 
forgoes student media as a viable 
source of advertising, which is unfor- 
tunate. 

The big problem that the Ori- 
entation team had was with their 
budget, and this is addressed to some 
extent. The recommendations made 
were as follows: 

That the orientation budget re- 
flect the expenses for the year 
and not only for the summer 
months. 

• That a larger petty cash be made 
available; and that it be kept at 
Treasury. 

• That the University budget fund 
the expenses of the Orientation 
Program Securing funding for 
the Program remains a challenge . 



Up to 1 996, rthe cost of the Ori- 
entation Program was covered 
by the office of Student Life 
(formerly Student Services) and 
by government grants. For the 
first time, in 1997, the Univer- 
sity established a $7,000 budget 
for the Orientation Program. 
However, this funding does not 
adequately cover the costs of the 
Program. Additional funding has 
to be secured from alternate 
sources including the Task Force 
on Recruitment and the Office 
of Student Life. Funding from 
government grants that subsi- 
dize students' wages has been 
significantly decreased over the 
past five years. The scramble to 
secure funding for a basic Orien- 
tation Program is very frustrat- 
ing and time consuming. 

Yet, the orientation team un- 
doubtedly can't rely on the university 
to give up any more of their dwin- 
dling funds, as the money is needed 
in many other sectors of the univer- 
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sity. However, the report does state 
in its conclusion that, "...the success 
of the Orientation Program lies in the 
University 's commitment to the pro- 
gram. The allocation of sufficient 
funding for the program is essential. 
Although there are a number of ob- 
stacles, I am encouraged by student, 
faculty and departmental involvement 
in the Orientation Program. The foun- 
dation of a successful program has 
been developed. What remains is the 
University's financial support of the 
Orientation Program."

The deal, I was told on the 
phone, was that I could keep the key 
chain, mug and two videos at no cost. 
If I wanted to keep the other two 
videos I would have to pay $19.99 
each. They also claimed that I could 
watch all the videos to make my 
choice. Sounds great, but I said no 
because I felt the deal was just way 
too good. There had to be a catch! 

I never thought about the deal 
again until last Friday when I re- 
ceived my MasterCard bill. For some 
reason there was acharge for$105.73 
from 'REI-Jerry Springer' .This blew 
me away! I had to think for a minute 
about what the charge could even be 
for, then I remembered that they had 
called with this deal. I called the 
credit card company and they told me 
I had two courses of action: 1) call the 
company and get them to reverse the 
charges or 2) have the credit card 
company contact the company and 
appeal the charge. Since the 
MasterCard operator told me it would 
be faster if I could get the company to 
reverse the charges, I tried that way. 

I finally got a hold of cus- 
tomer service and what I was told 
shocked me! First of all the package 
was in the mail and had been sent 
about a week ago.

So I 
asked her how 
they could just 
charge me for 
merchandise I 
never ordered 
and she told me

contacted 
about this deal, 
the person who 
called you put 
it into the com- 
puter as an out- 
right order , not 
a special offer 
and charged it 
to the credit 
cardnumberwe 
already had on 
file for you." 
That was nice. I 
thought that 
mostcreditcard 
purchases had 
to either have 
the signature of 
the card holder 
or at least an 
okay to go 
ahead with the 
transaction. And not to put the whole 
blame on Springer, but I thought that 
you couldn't charge anything above 
your credit limit. At the time of the 
transaction I had only about $20 in 
credit left and MasterCard let a 
$105.73 charge go through. Pretty 
nice. 

So what I was told by cus- 
tomer service was that they were go- 
ing to send me some labels to send the 
package back to them. In the mean- 
time I could watch the videos, and 
upon their receiving the videos back, 
they would credit my account for the 
full amount. This is bullshit! I didn't 
even order the videos, I didn't have 
the videos, and now I have to pay at 
least two months in interest on this 
charge. So I contacted the credit card 
company again to dispute the charge, 
which they told me takes up to six 
weeks to go through... yeah, more 
interest!

This psy- 
chological thriller stars Nicholas 
Cage ( The Rock, Snake Eyes) as Tom 
Welles, a small-time private detec- 
tive who falls on something big when 
an 8 millimetre film is discovered. It 
is a "snuff film, portraying the bru- 
tal murder of a teenage girl. Investi- 
gation into the film leads Welles to 
Hollywood where he meets up with 
Max (Joaquin Pheonix), a wannabe 
musician who works in an adult book 
store. Max shows Welles the under- 
ground sex business and introduces 
him to Dinko Velvet (Peter 
Stormarea) a delusional snuff film 
producer. The rest you have to see 
for yourself. There is a line in the 



movie that goes something like 
"There are some things you'll see 
that you can't unsee", and this movie 
is one of those things. I usually go 
into movies remembering that it is 
just that -a movie. It's make believe 
and if something outrageous happens, 
it's not real. I only wish this movie 
was a little more unreal and a little 
less believable. With all of the child 
pornography rings that are being dis- 
covered every day - even more now 
with the advent of the internet - it 
isn't hard to think that these snuff 
films may be made in cities like New 
York, L.A., and maybe even places 
like Toronto. 

This has to be one of Cage's 
best performances and I've seen him 
do some great stuff before. I also like 
Joaquin Phoenix, (Inventing the 
Abbotts, To Die For). He is a very 
good actor, and I will be looking for 
his name in future movies. My choice 
for best actor in 8MM has to go to 
Peter Stormare (Fargo). His por- 
trayal of a psychopathic lunatic was 
superb. My word for the day is : 
phenomenal. His mannerisms and 
vocabulary were exceptional, and he 
had me convinced that he is a little off 



the beaten path - by, say, about 20 
miles. 

Please heed my warning about 
going to see this movie with some- 
one. And if you are the least bit 
squeamish, don't go at all. 8MM is 
restricted, with a warning for ex- 
treme violence and torture. There are 
some scenes in this one that nearly 
made me wet myself, and I'm usually 
objective at the theatre. If this type of 
film does not botheryou, then I whole- 
heartedly recommend it. It's a movie 
that really makes you think. I have to 
give this one an 8 out of 10, just 
because there were a few parts that 
seemed to drag slightly, and if they 
had left them out, they could have 
brought the running time down from 
120 minutes to about 100. But, you 
can't have your cake and eat it too. 
Hell, if you'll sit through three hours 
of watching a big boat sink while 
Leonardo does his impression of a 
popsicle, then a couple of hours of 
good acting and a great storyline will 
be a piece of cake. Take a chance and 
go see 8MM, I promise you won't be 
disappointed.

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Back in grade 10 when I was 
forced to read The Merchant of 
Venice, I took to thinking of Shake- 
speare as being this stuffy old play- 
wright that spent all his time sitting in 
dark rooms writing things that few 
people would be able to understand 
four hundred years later. After hav- 
ing watched this movie, however, 
I've come to think that perhaps the 
Bard is a little different than I thought 
(except maybe that last bit). 

To give you some idea of just 
how different this Shakespeare is than 
the one taught to us by our English 
teachers, the first sight that we get of 
him is with a bowed head and ink- 
stained fingers, working feverishly 
on his signature. It turns out that 
Shakespeare (Joseph Fiennes) is a 
struggling artist who is under pres- 
sure from Philip Henslowe (Geoffrey 
Rush), financially-challenged owner 
of the Rose Theater, to write up a new 
play. The problem is that William (or 
Will, as his friends call him) has a 
serious case of writer's block, but 
ends up finding his muse in Lady 
Viola De Lesseps (Gwyneth 
Paltrow). So Henslowe starts the 
production of Will's play, Romeo 
and Ethel the Pirate's Daughter, de- 
spite the fact that Will is still in the 
process of writing it. Viola, a big fan 
of Shakespeare, disguises herself as a 
boy (since women weren't allowed 
to act) and gets cast in the role of 
Romeo. Eventually, as you might 
have guessed from the movie's title. 



Viola and Will fall in love, inspiring 
him to write Romeo and Juliet. 

While this might sound like a 
boring love story, it's anything but. 
The script is amazingly well-written, 
never really tripping up on itself or 
losing the viewer. It intelligently 
portrays the melancholic love be- 
tween a lowly playwright and a well- 
born (well, rich, which is close 
enough) woman, who is forcefully 
betrothed to an overbearing snot of a 
man, Lord Wessex (Colin Firth). If 
you didn't understand Shakespeare 
back in highschool, chances are you 
won't understand him now either, 
because he still sounds very much 
like I remember him. Mind you, I 
have problems remembering where I 
am half the time, so maybe you 
shouldn't take my word for it. The 
movie is pretty funny, fed by a steady 
stream of Shakespearean in-jokes and 
modern day humor. For example, 
you overhear "Tonight we have pig's 
foot marinated in juniper berry vinai- 
grette" in one of the taverns. It's 
interesting to watch Will's play 
evolve as his life changes, influenced 
not only by love, but also by his 
friends (Kit Marlowe, played by 
Rupert Everett) and even by things 
he hears on the street (a street preacher 
yelled "...a curse on both your 
houses..." as he walked by, which he 
went on to use in his play). Normally, 
I'm not one for love stories or roman- 
tic movies, but this movie was so 
good that I had to make an 



exception. ..though the bedroom 
scenes seem a bit long at times. 

Normally, I think Gwyneth 
Paltrow is one of the most over- 
hyped actresses in Hollywood, and 
usually despise her with an intense 
passion. In this movie, however, she 
does a fantastic job of playing Lady 
Viola, and I think she actually earns 
the Oscar nomination that she re- 
ceived for it. Geoffrey Rush as the 
dentally-challenged Henslowe had to 
be my favorite character in the movie, 
coming off with some of the best 
lines, including my favorite in the 
movie, "Love and a bit with a dog - 
that's what they want". Judi Dench 
appears several times as Queen El iza- 
beth, and while her acting was quite 
good, she bore an uncanny resem- 
blance to the love-child of Jabba the 
Hutt and a vampire bat. But as far as 
acting itself goes, Joseph Fiennes 
proves himself to be an incredibly 
talented actor, pulling off Will Shake- 
speare perfectly, balancing the char- 
acter between gloomy intensity, car- 
ing lovesickness and cocky prowess. 
I was really shocked to hear that he 
wasn't nominated for a Best Actor 
Oscar for his performance. 

All in all, Shakespeare in 
Love is a great movie, not only for 
those who enjoy love stories, but also 
for those who like the theater, Shake- 
speare (duh), intelligent scripts and 
fantastic acting. With thirteen, it's 
got the most nominations for the up- 
coming Oscars, and it deserves each 
and every single one.

In this issue of Lambda I de- 
cided to centre on an author who has 
supposedly been finishing his next 
novel for the past four years now. 
Thomas Harris, who is best known 
for his best selling novel The Silence 
of the Lambs seems to have literally 
dropped of the face of the earth.

March 8th, 1857, womea garment workers in New York City 
took to the streets to protest the inhuman working conditions that they 
continually endured. These same women would three years later organize 
a union to help improve their working conditions. 

On March 8th, 1908, 1500 working women marched again in 
New York city to end child labor, brutal and dangerous workplaces, as 
well as pay inequity. In 1910, March 8th was proclaimed International 
Women's Day in recognition of the working conditions and other 
inequalities that women have had to overcome not just in New York but 
around the world. 

As we move towards the millennium we have witnessed some 
of the great achievements that women's organizations have made. In 
areas of education, employment, politics, and (be home, women are 
closer to sharing equality with men but the work is not complete. There 
are still women in society who are paid less then men, receive little 
assistance from the government, and are so busy just surviving that they 
must rely on others to take up their protests. 

March 8th is still held as International Women's Day, com- 
memorating the victories of the women's movement while recognizing 
the need for women to plan and strategize to win new victories.

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March 8, 1857; women working in clothing and textile factories (called 
"garment workers") in New York City staged a protest. They were fighting 
against inhumane working conditions and low wages. 
1 903; Emma Baker was the first woman to earn a Ph.D. in philosophy when 
she graduated from the University of Toronto. 

1907; 400 telephone operators in Toronto brought attention to the fact that 
white collar work could be just as fatiguing, stressful and dangerous as 
factory work. 

On March 8, 1908, 15,000 women marched through New York city 
demanding shorter work hours, better pay, voting rights and an end to child 
labour. Their slogan was "Bread & Roses", with bread symbolizing eco- 
nomic security and roses a better quality of life. 

1 9 1 2; a strike by almost 1 000 factory workers in Toronto spread to Montreal 
and Kingston. 

1913; average wage for a female factory worker in Canada was $5.00 per 
week, or $261 .00 per year. A living wage was $390.00 per year, according 
to Carrie Derick, writing in the Labour Gazette. 

1913; domestic workers in British Columbia organized the Home and 
Domestic Employees Union in 1913. 

1916; women 21 and over got the vote in provincial elections in Alberta, 
Manitoba, and Saskatchewan. 

1917; women 21 and over got the vote in provincial elections in British 
Columbia and Ontario. 

1918; women 21 and over got the vote in Canada in federal elections, and 
in provincial elections in Nova Scotia. 

1 92 1 ; Agnes MacPhail was the first woman elected to pari iament in Canada. 
She was a supporter of women's rights and instrumental in initiating prison 
reform and established the Elisabeth Fry Society in Canada. 
Women employed in the federal civil service were obligated to resign when 
they married. 

B.C. passed Canada's first maternity leave legislation in 1921. 
1 922; most women over 2 1 got the right to vote in provincial elections with 
the exception of Quebec. 

1925; women in Newfoundland over 25 could vote. 
1929; stock market crash starting the worst depression of the century. 
The "Person's Case"; It all started when Emily Murphy became the first 
woman magistrate in the British Empire. In her first case the defence lawyer 
challenged her ability to rule a decision since she was not legally a person. 
Emily Murphy's position was upheld by the Supreme Court in Alberta in 
1916. The Supreme Court of Canada in 1 928 ruled that women were not "fit" 
and qualified persons eligible to serve in the Senate. 
Nellie McClung, Emily Murphy, Louise McKinney, Irene Parlby, and 
Henrietta Muir Edwards petitioned in 1 927 for the interpretations of the 
meaning of "persons" British North America Act with specific reference to 
the appointment of women to the Senate. These women took their case 
before the Judicial committee of the British Privy Council who ruled on 
October 18th, 1929, that women were indeed persons and so eligible for 
appointment to the Senate. October 18th has become "Person's Day" in 
Canada, a day of celebrating the important legal achievements of women. 
1930; Cairine Reay Wilson was the first woman appointed to the Canadian 
Senate; in 1949 she was the first woman delegated to the United Nations. 
1934; Helen Alice Kinnear became the first woman to argue a case before 
the Supreme Court of Canada. She was appointed to the King's council in 
England in 1934. She was the first woman in the British Empire to receive 
that honour. 

The Dionne Quintuplets were born in Corbel, Ontario. 
1936; First woman was ordained as a minister in the United Church of 
Canada. 

1939; Outbreak of World War II 

1 940; death of Emma Goldman, anarchist, free speech activist, feminist. She 
founded a journal, Mother Earth, and spoke in favour of birth control. 
1941; the Canadian Women's Army Corps was incorporated into the 
Canadian Armed Forces. 
1951; Charlotte Whitton was elected Canada's first woman mayor by the 
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1951; Charlotte Whitton was elected Canada's first woman mayor by the 
people of Ottawa. 

Kay Livingston, black actress and broadcaster, who hosted her own TV 
program, was the founding president of the Canadian Negro Women's Club 
that later became the Canadian Women's Negro Association. 
1960; Buffy Sainte Marie, Cree singer and songwriter, began singing folk 
songs that became popular in the anti-war and civil rights movement but that 
also for the first time focused attention on the situation of the First Nations 
people. 

1 961 ; Planned Parenthood of Canada was founded. The birth control pill was 
developed for general use. Advertising or selling contraceptives was illegal. 
Condoms were labelled and sold for the "prevention of disease only". 
1969: Through the efforts of Anne Morrision, Josette Pernu, and Cynthia 
Gedye, the first abortion referral service was organized. 
1969; Foundation of the "Women's Liberation Movement", now known as 
the Sudbury Women's Centre, was formed by Anne Morrision. 
1 970; report of the Canadian Royal Commission on the Status of Women was 
issued. It set out four principals: women are free to seek employment outside 
the home; the care of children is a shared responsibility for mother, father, 
and society; society has a responsibility to women because of pregnancy and 
childbirth, and so special treatment forreasons of maternity is necessary; and 
women in certain areas need special treatment to overcome the adverse 
effects of discriminatory practice. It also recommended amending the 
Criminal Code to allow a qualified medical practioner to preform an abortion 
on the request of the pregnant women. 

1970's Women Helping Women emerged from a study group which exam- 
ined the work force. 

1972; Laura Sabia led the movement to establish the Ad Hoc Committee 
which became the National Action Committee on the Status of Women. 
1972/3; International Women's Movement conference organized in To- 
ronto. 

1974; Sue Byron and Joan Kuyek opened "The Bookmine" bookstore in 
Sudbury. This was the first outlet for feminist, lesbian, socialist, and native 
books in the area. 

1978; Arja Lane recognized the problems and issues of women around the 
INCO strike. Women Helping Women formed a support group for INCO 
wives called Wives Supporting the Strike. Wives Supporting the Strike 
maintained the flow of information through the publication of a regular 
newsletter. Strike Support News, a crisis hotline, a comic book for children, 
a bean supper for 1 000, people served in 23 different halls, and a play called 
INCO vs. The People. 

A Wive's Tale, created by Sophie Bissonette, Martin Duckworth, and Joyce 
Rock depicted the struggles and positive influences this group of women had 
on the union's eventual win. 

1980; Women in Action project identified problems faced by women, 
created a resource directory of women's support groups and a slide show for 
women in the northeast. 

Sudbury Women's Centre established with approval of a six month start up 
grant for $ 1 7,000 from the Employment and Immigration's Employment and 
Development Branch. 

Sudbury's first Take Back the Night March (Sept. 17th). 
1983; Mines Mother's Day Tea (May 7th). Every Miner has a Mother. 
1984; Jeanne Sauve, first woman appointed governor general of Canada. 
1992; Roberta Bondar, first Canadian woman astronaut in space. 
1993; Kim Campbell, first female Prime Minister in Canada.

The Canadian Research In- 
stitute for the Advancement of 
Women (CRIAW) was formed in 
1976 in response to International 
Women's Year proclaimed in 1975. 
CRIAW is a bilingual, non-profit, 
national, research-based organization 
that promotes research by, for and 
about women. The National CRIAW 
Organization has selected Sudbury 
as the preferred community to host 
its 1999 Biannual Conference enti- 
tled, "Feminist Definitions of Caring 
Communities and Healthy 
LifeStyles". 

Approximately 300 women 
from across Canada and abroad will 
converge upon Sudbury from Octo- 
ber \5™ to 17 th , 1999 to present and 
participate in discussions on health 
and health promotion within our car- 
ing communities. Three broad, but 
interrelated themes are incorporated 
under the Conference umbrella of 
health: economic independence and 
self-sufficiency for women, eradi- 
cating systemic violence against 
women and eliminating all forms of 
social injustice against women. 

In today's society, determi- 
nants of health have moved beyond 
biology and now include the spir- 
itual, cultural and physical well-be- 
ing of the individual, that includes 
social and economic equality in 
healthy environments and communi- 
ties. Community based and academi- 
cally based research activists, agency 
workers, students and women from 
the general population who share in- 
terest in the Conference theme will 
work together so that 'Healthy Public 
Policy' becomes more than a catch 
phrase. 

This Conference invites 
presentations from any discipline 
which considers where we are in 
Canada or globally in terms of creat- 
ing caring communities and healthy 
public policy from a feminist per- 
spective. Through presentations, 
discussions and caucus groups, 
women will describe activities, serv- 
ices, research findings, policy changes 
and theoretical critiques. Perspec- 
tives from a broad range of locations 
which introduce diversity from the 
standpoints of geography, culture, 
race, bodily and intellectual condi- 
tion, language, religion, age, family 
form, citizenship, sexual orientation, 
formal education, occupation, income 
level and source of income are en- 
couraged. 

The initial response to the 
Conference as a whole has been over- 
whelming. Speakers from coast to 
coast, and internationally, have sub- 
mitted proposals for the Conference. 
We have been successful in securing 
two highly regarded speakers, Maude 
Barlow and Pat Armstrong, and are 
actively seeking a third. Our regis- 
tration package has yet to go out to 
potential delegates, but we are cer- 
tain of the same level of enthusiastic 
response. 



In addition to the Confer- 
ence presentations are a number of 
special events. During the Confer- 
ence, a premiere of a video on stalk- 
ing, a first in the country, will be 
presented. A two hour bus tour of 
Sudbury will take Conference par- 
ticipants to sites in Sudbury where 
women have made an impact; for 
example, the "Women of Steel Tour" 
at the Big Nickel Mine, which pro- 
files women in the mining industry, 
the site where Grace Hartman, the 
first female mayor of Sudbury lived, 
the resources available to women (ie. 
Genevra House, Elizabeth Fry Soci- 
ety, local Women's Centres), and fi- 
nally, to local businesses where 
women have been successful in ven- 
tures of their own or have made sig- 
nificant contributions to their com- 
pany and/or community. Finally, the 
publication of papers and a newslet- 
ter based on the information presented 
at the Conference will provide a guide 
and educational tool for shaping pub- 
lic policy and private lives for years 
to come. 

Information, knowledge and 
activism are the best defenses against 
ignorance and apathy, and are impor- 
tant catalysts for change. A National 
Conference of this magnitude and 
representative of so many groups and 
partnerships between women will 
most certainly heighten the aware- 
ness of the many obstacles that women 
must overcome on a daily basis in 
their fight for health, economic pros- 
perity and self-sufficiency, equality 
and social justice and a safe commu- 
nity in which to live.

Artists like Celine Dion, Alanis 
Morisette, and Shania Twain are all 
world-class superstars. Once only 
known within their country, they 
have exploded not only out of 
Canada, but their music is consist- 
ently at the top of the charts in 
countries all over the world. Last 
year, those three women sold more 
albums worldwide than any other 
artists, more than superstars like 
Garth Brooks and the Rolling Stones 
(who finished far behind). This just 
goes to illustrate the incredible popu- 
larity that women artists have right 
now. 

Even artists who are not at the 
top of the list for albums sold are 
still enjoying a great amount of suc- 
cess. Whatever your musical tastes 
are, I would bet that there are ex- 
tremely popular women artists work- 
ing in that genre. Whether it is 
Courtney Love, Fiona Apple, Missy 
Eliot, the Cranberries, Garbage, Elas- 
tica. Brandy, Monica, Andrea 
Florian, Bonnie Rait, Rachel Kane, 
Mariah Carey, Whitney Houston, the 
Dixie Chicks. ..whoever (there are far 
too many to name), women are defi- 
nitely working at the top of the music 
industry - and doing it very success- 
fully. 

In addition, the top-drawing tour 
last year was Lilith Fair - a concert 
tour totally organized by and per- 
formed by women. Sarah 
McLaughlin's original dream of 
showcasing women's talent has ex- 
ploded into something far beyond her 
original dreams. Not only has her 
career immensely benefited as a re- 
sult, but also the careers of many of 
the women she sought to showcase in 
her tour. The Lilith Fair has inspired 
several other music festivals devoted 
to women. 
There are at 
least five 
women ' s- 
only music 
festivals 
scheduled for 
this summer, 
for which 
there are only 





a scant number of tickets still avail- 
able for purchase. More and more, 
women's music is drawing great in- 
terest from the public. 

All of the attention and success is 
going a long way to inspire young 
artists. A couple of years ago, women 
like Melanie Doane and Chantal 
Kreviazuk would have had a hard 
time getting exposure and having 
access to record companies. How- 
ever, their music is now rightfully 
being recognized and enjoyed by a 
great number of people. 

And it is not just women who go to 
festivals like Lilith Fair and buy the 
incredibly popular and not-so-popu- 
lar female produced albums that have 
come out in the last little while. Stud- 
ies have shown that men are just as 
taken aback by the influx of music as 
women are. As I look at my music 
collection, I see that increasingly 
women artists have a greater pres- 
ence in it. It is a great thing that 
women are finally being recognized 
for their musical talents. The suc- 
cesses that women have had of late 
are just a prelude to what will come. 
Just imagine all of the positive mes- 
sages that young girls are getting 
from seeing women in the limelight. 
In a few years, when the girls grow 
up, no articles will have to be written 
about the contributions of women to 
the music industry as their continu- 
ing success will eventually make it 
common knowledge. 



The Date Rape Drug 



Rohypnol, known as the date 
rape drug, is a Benzodiazapine like 
the tranquilizer Valium. Rohypnol 
produces profound, prolonged seda- 
tion, a feeling of well being and short 
term memory loss. Sedation occurs 
20 to 30 minutes following adminis- 
tration of just 2mg and can last from 
eight to 24 hours. Rohypnol is cheap 
($ 1 to $5 for one tablet), and appears 
like an aspirin, a small white tablet. 
In some forms it is odorless, taste- 
less, and colorless. 

There is a growing number 
of incidents where Rohypnol has been 
used in sexual assault cases. A tablet 
can be slipped into a person's drink 
without their being aware. After the 
assault, the victim may not remem- 
ber what happened or be able to ex- 
plain the circumstances they awake 
to. In response to the misuse of the 
drug the manufacturer of Rohypnol 
has developed a new formulation 
which dissolves more slowly and re- 
leases a bright blue color as it dis- 
solves. In darker beverages the drink 
appears murky. 

Date Rape Drugs leave the 



victim in a position of helplessness 

because they can not remember the 

assault or are defenseless to stop it. 

There are several steps that people 

can take to protect themselves: 

Don't drink beverages that you did 

not open yourself. 

Don't share or exchange drinks with 

anyone. 

Don't drink from a container that is 

being passed around. 

Don't drink from a punch bowl. 

If possible, bring your own drinks to 

parties. 

If someone offers you a drink from 

the bar, go with the person to order 

your drink, watch it being poured, 

and carry the drink yourself. 

Don't leave your drink unattended. 



If you real ize that your drink has been 
left unattended, discard it. 
Don't drink anything that has an unu- 
sual taste or appearance, (e.g. salty 
taste, excessive foam, unexplained 
residue.) 

When drinking, keep an eye on your 
friends and ask them to watch out for 
you. If someone seems extremely 
drunk after having only a small 
amount of alcohol drugs may be in- 
volved. 

If you think that you were 
drugged or assaulted you can contact 
the Sudbury Sexual Assault Crisis 
Centre.

Have things really changed 
in the thirty-nine years since this first 




jingle? Barbie profits reached and 
surpassed the billion dollar mark in 
1992 and little girls are still waiting 
to grow up to be a beautiful Barbie. 

Barbie is only one area 
where women's bodies are a topic of 
interest. The media has always been 
interested in the image of women and 
how their bodies are canvasses for 
the growing industries of fashion, 
cosmetics, weight control and all other 
areas of creating beautiful women. 

Should we as a society be 
concerned with the growing restric- 
tions on women ' s bodies? Those who 
work in the health care profession, 
more specifically with eating disor- 
der patients, believe there is reason to 
be alarmed. The National Eating Dis- 
order Centre in Toronto reported that 
the ratio of women to men affected 
by eating disorders is nine to one, and 
while people of all ages struggle with 
both disorders, the most common age 
of onset is between 14 and 25. 

Studies indicate that ap- 
proximately one or two per cent of 
women in this age group have ano- 
rexia nervosa and three to five per 
cent have bulimia nervosa. Another 
ten per cent of women have many of 
the symptoms of these eating disor- 
ders. 

Symptoms include: exces- 
sive concern about weight, shape and 
calories, unusual eating habits, ir- 
regular menstruation or loss of peri- 
ods, depression or irritability, guilt or 
shame about eating, strict avoidance 
of certain foods, particularly those 



considered fattening, feeling fat when 
not 'overweight', noticeable weight 
loss in cases of anorexia or frequent 
weightfluctuation in casesof bulimia. 

What does this have to do 
with Barbie? The National Eating 
Disorder Information Centre in To- 
ronto suggests that the reasons for 
eating disorders are complicated and 
as different as is each individual. 
However, one of the most obvious 
reasons for the pursuit of thinness 
lies in cultural beauty ideals. The 
North American media establish nar- 
row guidelines defining beauty and 
success for women; young, white, 
able-bodied, and above all, THIN 
(sound familiar?). 

The media projects image 
that are impossible for most women 
to achieve. Beside opening any maga- 
zine on the rack or noticing body 
images in advertising, perhaps the 
numbers spell it out. Our society 
spends $33 billion yearly on the diet 
industry, $20 billion yearly on the 
cosmetic industry, and $300 million 
yearly on cosmetic surgery. 

Are the media tides chang- 
ing? The public is reacting to the 
images of women by expressing con- 
cerns over actresses, models and sing- 
ers who appear "too thin". Whether 
Kate Moss, Calista Flockhart, or 
Celine Dion, the public is starting to 
react to the increasing number of 
extremely thin women in the media. 

Advertising is starting to 
pick up on this change in public atti- 
tude. Companies that once marketed 
thin women are now suggesting that 
the healthy body, not the thin body, is 
beautiful. Kellogg's is one of the many 
companies that is changing advertis- 
ing angles. Once known for "pinch- 
ing an inch", they are now encourag- 
ing women to follow their own be- 
liefs about beauty. 

Other companies including 
new images of beauty is the Body 
Shop who launched an ad campaign 
that called for the belief that beauty is 
a reflection of positive self-esteem. 
Beauty is expressed as character and 
diversity, not some 'ideal' physical 
form. Included in this ad campaign 
were posters of the altered Barbie 
named Ruby for Rubenesque. While 
these companies are still trying to sell 
their products, they are no longer 
promoting unhealthy body images. 
As consumers there are 
many ways in which we can influ- 
ence the marketing of products. Chal- 
lenge the media by writing letters 
that express your dislike of commer- 
cials or ads that promote narrow ide- 
als of beauty. Refuse to Buy products 
from companies that use negative 
body images to promote their items. 
Focus on having a healthy body, not 
a thin body. Just being aware of the 
problem is the first step.

Le budget militaire americain actuel 
est superieur a ceux de la Russie, du 
Japon, de la France, de VAllemagne, 
du Royaume-Uni et de la Chine 
reunis! Or, apres la chute du Mur de 
Berlin, on nous avait promis la paix. 
Pour mieux comprendre cette situa- 
tion, Alternatives a interroge un 
specialiste des questions strategiques, 
le politicologue Gilbert Achcar de 
Wniversite de Paris VIII (Saint- 
Denis). 

Quelle est I'actuelle force 
militaire des Etats-Unis? 

Depuis 1990, le gouvernement 
americain revise de fond en comble 
sa suategie et sa programmation 
militaire. Celle-ci prevoit 
un haut niveau de 
depenses jusqu'en 2002, 
ou elles devraient 
atteindre pres de 288 mil- 
liards de dollars. Ce qui 
inclut le maintien et le 
developpement de

Les Etats-Unis ont 
seulement deux adversaires seneux 
potentiels: la Russie et la Chine, qui 
sont des puissances redoutables prises 
separdment ou simultanement, mais 
encore plus dangereuses si elles se 
mettent ensemble.

Mais en quoi la Russie post- 



communiste constitue-t-elle un dan- 
ger ? 

La lune de miel avec l'Occident 
est terminee. Depitee de se voir 
ravalee au rang de puissance de 
deuxieme ordre en raison de sa 
faiblesse economique, la Russie 
cherche naturellement a mettre en 
valeur ses principaux atouts: sa force 
armee et son complexe militaro- 
industriel, ainsi que ses ressources 
energetiques propres et celles de sa 
zone d'hegemonie traditionnelle. Le 
parlement russe refuse de ratifier les 
accords START II qui doivent 
poursuivre le processus de 
demantelement des armes nucleaires. 
De toute evidence, la Russie veut 
preserver sa force de dissuasion 




nucleaire, seul moyen dont elle dis- 
pose encore pour maintenir sa 
credibility en tant que grande puis- 
sance militaire. Moscou a conclu 
recemment avec T6heran un traite de 
paix et d'amitie pour dix ans _ les 
deux pays ayant des interets communs 
quant a l'exploitation du peUole de la 
mer Caspienne. Parallelement, le 
geant petrolier russe Lukoil a signe 
avec Bagdad un contrat pour 
1 'exploitation du gisement de Qurna, 
qui pourrait atteindre a l'avenir un 
million de barils par jour. Dans les 
deux cas, Moscou tire avantage du 
double endiguement pratique par 
Washington envers I'lrak et l'lran. 

Et du cote de la Chine? 

Hn'ya pas si longtemps, on a 
assiste a un bras de fer sino-americain 
autour de Taiwan. La Chine avait 
alors voulu manifester ses pretentions 
sur 1'ile en tirant des missiles dans le 
detroit qui Ten separe. Peu apres, les 
Etats-Unis y depechaient deux 
groupes aeronavals de combat. Pour 
Washington, Taiwan represente un 
enjeu au moins aussi important que 
l'etait le Kowei't; non seulement en 
raison de 1' importance economique 



de Tile, mais aussi parce que s'ils 
laissaient Pekin s'en emparer par la 
force, lis perdraient a tout jamais leur 
pretention d'etre la grande puissance 
garantissant la stabil ite dans la region 
Asie-Pacifique. II n'est pas difficile 
de saisir que, dans cette partie du 
monde, la fin de la guerre froide, loin 
de reduire les tensions, semble les 
avoir accrues du fait que l'URSS 
n'est plus la pour souder les 
puissances asiatiques dans leur alli- 
ance avec Washington. 

La Chine et la Russie peuvent- 
elles se reconcilier et faire bloc contre 
les Etats-Unis ? 

Une nouvelle ere dans les rela- 
tions entre Moscou et P6kin pourrait 
s'amorcer incessamment. Bicntot 
importatrice nette 
d'hydrocarbures, la 
Chine deviendra un 
acheteur tout designe 
pour le petrole et les 
enormes reserves de gaz 
nature! de la Siberie et 
de I'Extreme-Orient 
russe. La Chine est 
egalement devenue le 
premier client militaire 
de la Russie, absorbant a 
elle seule 26 % des 
exportations russes 
d'armement. Pekin 
depend presentement de 
Moscou pour 1 'entretien 
et la reparation des sous-marins et 
des chasseurs-bombardiers les plus 
sophistiques qu 'elle possede. Depuis 
le sommet sino-russe de 1996, les 
deux pays se declarent dorenavant 
liesparun««partenariatstrategique». 
Mais, pour 1'instant, ce sont les 
interets commerciaux qui lient PSkin 
aWashington qui I'emportent. 

Verra-t-on le retour de la guerre 
froide ? 

Le monde actuel semble 
totalement domine par une seule 
superpuissance, largementsup6rieure 
a toutes ses rivales potentielles. II est 
done difficile d'envisager le retour 
de la «bipolarite» qui a caracterise la 
la guerre froide. Mais les Etats-Unis 
ne prennent aucun risque: ils veulent 
a tout prix maintenir leur domination 
imperiale et l'hegemonie mondiale 
exclusive. En toute coherence 
strategique, ils prennent leurs dispo- 
sitions face aux deux seuls adversaires 
reels potentiels que sont la Russie et 
la Chine, considerees conjointement 
avec d'autant plus de plausibilite 
qu'elles sont naturellement tentees 
de s'allier face a l'unique 
superpuissance du moment.

In Scotland, only a few 
months after taking over as manager 
of Rangers, Dutch Coach Dick Ad- 
vocaat achieved tangible success 
when the first domestic honour of the 
season, the Scottish League Cup, re- 
turned to the Ibrox Trophy Room. 
The signing of French International 
StrikerStephaneGuivarc'hhasgiven 
Rangers a major lift. 

In Switzerland, speculation 
about a possible return of former na- 
tional boss Roy Hodgson to Swiss 
soccer - where he made his name 
with Neuchatel Xamax and then by 
taking the national team to the 1 994 
World Cup Finals - began several 
weeks before his sudden departure 
from Blackburn Rovers in the Eng- 
lish Premier. Grasshopper are the 
only Swiss club who could afford to 
employ him, but, perhaps signifi- 
cantly, are the only Swiss club who 
could find the resources to make a 



reasonable fist of it in the Champions 
League. 

In Argentina, Boca Juniors 
have taken their seventeenth Profes- 
sional League title since 1931. Boca 
won simply because they were the 
only club that wanted to. While oth- 
ers sold their leading players abroad 
- notably their main rivals, River 
Plate - Boca kept their best players, 
bought one or two and promoted oth- 
ers from junior teams, which are now 
the best run in the country. 

Former Paraguay Keeper 
Ever Almeida is the new national 
team coach, replacing Brazilian Paulo 
Cesar Carpegiani, whose contract 
expired after the World Cup. 

Lesotho's Independence Cup 
was won by Arsenal of Maseru, who 
dropped only two points in the tour- 
nament. Lesotho Defence Force 
were second. 

Kaiser Chiefs won the 
Rothmans Cup in South Africa after 
a penalty shoot-out against Mamelod i 
Sundowns - the same result as last 
year. The match, plagued by poor 
refereeing, ended in a 2-2 draw after 
the Sundowns had a goal ruled off- 



side in the final minute of extra time. 
Chiefs won the shoot-out 2- 1 despite 
each side having six kicks. 

In Belgium, Courtrai has 
parted company with Michel De 
Wolf, who was halfway through a 
one- year contract. He was furious 
that funds had not been provided to 
ensure that the players had the proper 
footwear for the frozen pitch. When, 
to the directors' intense embarrass- 
ment, the club's sponsors. Puma, be- 
came embroiled in the row, it was 
altogether too much for them. 
Courtrai have named former Keeper 
Luc Vanerschommen as their new 
coach. 

In Denmark, international 
StrikerBrianLaudrup's transfer from 
Chelsea (England) to FC Copenha- 
gen caused a controversy in England, 
not least because he scored for Chel- 
sea against Copenhagen in the Cup- 
Winners-Cup. His arrival will be a 
huge morale boost to the domestic 
Danish game, which sees so many 
star names go abroad. There has been 
speculation, too, that goalkeeper Pe- 
ter Schmeichel might also return to 
Denmark once he leaves Manches- 



ter United at the end of the season. 
He and the younger Laudrup (brother 
Michael) were once colleagues at 
Bronby. Could they be re-united?

They've 
been great in the clinic, as well as 
helpful in other ways. Lastly, I'd like 
to thank "The Roach'." 

Shane Rosati also had a strong 
meet, rebreaking the school records 
for both the sixty metre sprint and the 
three-hundred metre race. The new 
records now stand at 7.01 and 35.43, 
respectively. Rosati will represent 
LU in the long jump, the sixty metre 
sprint, and the three-hundred metre 
competition at the CIAU Finals. 

Rosati also had predictions of 
his own: "If I don't win a medal [at 
OUA's],itwillbeabadday. Ishould 
win a silver in the long jump, and be 
in the top four for the three-hundred 



metre. In the sixty metre, I should be 
in the top eight."

Basketball Vees Obliterate Queen's

The Laurcntian Men's Bas- 
ketball team came to play on Friday, 
and destroyed the visiting Queen's 
Golden Gaels, in what can be best 
described as a good, old fashioned 
blow-out. ThcVccsjunipedouttoan 
early . . . and 1 do mean early lead, and 
went on to win by twenty-eight points. 
The final score of the game was 80- 
52, and the win improved the Vees 
record to 15-4. The win allowed the 
Voyageurs to clinch first place in the 
OUA East, and secured their spot in 
the late game of the OUA East play- 
offs in York next Thursday. 

The Vees lost to Queen's in 
Kingston the last time the two teams 
faced each other, and the Vees were 
eager to return that favour against the 
visiting Gaels. The Voyageurs came 
out all fired up, and jumped out to a 
quick 1 4-0 lead, thanks to the combi- 
nation of #33 Anthony Malcolm and 
#15 Clifton Edwards. In the early 
minutes. Malcolm dished off to 
Clifton three times for scores, includ- 
ing a three-pointer. In the first three 
minutes of the game Edwards scored 
nine of his game total twelve points, 
and also added two steals. The Vees 



looked sharp on defense as well as 
they completely shut out the Queen's 
team for the first four and a half 
minutes of the game. 

Once Queen's managed to 
actually score, the Vees looked to 
make a more concerted effort to get 
the ball into the post to Ted 
Donglemans. Thanks to the play of 
the Vees perimeter players the floor 
was wide open for the big man. Ted 
was able to assert his size advantage 
over the vertically inferior Queen's 
center, #55 John Purdy. Ted bumed 
the Gaels 'not so big man' for basket 
after basket all throughout the first 
half. All told, Ted scored twenty- 
three points in the first half, just two 
less than the entire Queen's team. 

The only thing going right 
for Queen's was the shooting of #42 
Derek Richardson. Despite being 
well defended, he managed to keep 
the Gaels at least semi-respectable 
thanks to his pull-up jumpers. He led 
all the Queen's scorers with seven- 
teen points: however, his contribu- 
tions were minimized in comparison 
to his performance against the Vees 
in the previous match-up. In addi- 
tion, the Vees were also able to limit 
the touches of #44 Michael Gleeson. 
The fourth year guard burned the 



Vees with his shooting the last time 
they played each other, but the team 
managed to keep him to just six shots 
of which he made only one. 

In the second half of the 
game the Vees sputtered slightly and 
Queen's capitalized by going on sev- 
eral small scoring runs, however, the 
Gaels weren't able to put any sort of 
dent into the huge Laurentian lead. 
For example, at the opening of the 
half, the Queen's team went on a 6-0 
mn and a 5-0 run within three min- 
utes of each other, but were still down 
by sixteen points. 

With twenty-three points in 
the first half, Ted Donglemans could 
have easily achieved a career high in 
points, but instead unselfishly chose 
to sit, and let his other teammates 
have a kick at the can. The two 
players that stepped up to the occa- 
sion were #24 Chris Caruso, and #32 
Rob Annecchini. They scored ten 
and six points respectively, and re- 
ally worked well together. On sev- 
eral occasions Caruso showed su- 
perb hustle as he stole the ball and 
motored to the basket. On one steal, 
he darted past a defender and slam- 
dunked the basketball. The second 
time he stole the ball the Queen's 
player fouled him in order to avoid 



the embarrassment of a second rim 
rocker. Overall Chris shot three for 
three from the field and nailed three 
of five free throws. He totaled ten 
points, three assists and three steals. 

When I spoke to Rob and 
Chris after the game and asked them 
why they play so well with each other, 
Caruso responded "all year we've 
practiced together and we've really 
bonded. I look to Rob inside, and he 
looks to me outside. So if I kick it in 
and he can't make that shot then I 
know the ball is going to be coming 
back out to me." 

Rob added "When ever I 
have the ball Caruso looks for the 
open spots, and I find it easy to find 
him. With his three-point shooting 
ability itmakesitmuch easier." When 
asked about the team's overall domi- 
nation in the first half Annecchini 
stated "We had something to prove. 
We lost right at the buzzer at their 
place during the season, about a month 
ago. We wanted to prove that we are 
not as shattered as they thought we 
were." Caruso followed with "we 
came out with strong defense and our 
running game really threw them off." 

The leading scorer for the 
Vees was Ted Donglemans with a 
total of twenty-nine points. He also 



added thirteen rebounds, two blocked 
shots and three steals. Strong per- 
formances were also put forth by 
Joey Turco and Kevin Gordon. The 
two point guards have thrived since 
the return of Anthony Malcolm, as 
his presence has greatly reduced the 
pressure on them to lead the team. 

After the game Coach 
Campbell spoke of his remaining 
regular season objectives, stating "We 
want to get to sixteen and four. We've 
talked about the fact that we are not 
going to match the last two years, but 
we felt that if we could get out of the 
league winning eighty percent of our 
games then that was a tremendous 
accomplishment. That's been our 
goal for the last two weeks." 

He went on to talk about the 
significance of winning both of the 
games this weekend adding, 'To- 
night we wanted to return a favour. 
They beat us at their place and we 
wanted to beat them at our place to let 
them know that the Voyageurs aren't 
dead. Sunday we have the same 
situation with Ryerson, they beat us 
at their place and we want to beat 
them to let them know that we haven't 
disappeared from the face of the earth. 
We are still as good a team as this 
league has." 
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
